THE cicada or seventeen year locust 
whose chirp was so noticable among the 
poplar trees in front of the town last month, 
has disappeared. The cicada’s life above 
ground is very short and towards its close 
the female deposits her eggs in a young 
twig of a tree. After laying 400 or 500 
eggs she dies. The eggs hatch in abouta 
month, the larvae drop to the ground and 
burrow down to the roots of the tree, there 
to remain for another 17 years. The 17 
year cicada occurs on no other continent 
than North America and hasa longer 
life period than any other insect on the face 
of the globe. Edmonton will not hear its 
chirp for another 17 years. 


Joun Gross, of Faulkton 8. D, registered 
at the Hotel Edmonton on Monday night. 
He reports harvest over in South Dakota. 
It has been a very light one, solight in fact, 
that off 17 acres of oats, only 27 bushels was 
threshed ; less than two bushels to the acre, 
and that so light that it would blow away 
like chaff before the wind. It is now five 
years since farmers had a crop there. Pass- 
ing through Minnesota, the crops were a 
complete failure until nearing Fargo where 
there was a perceptible improvement which 
continued along the Red River Valley. Mr. 
Gross has friends in this district and, so far, 
thinks very highly of the quality of soil and 
general advantages in coal and timber that 
he finds so plentiful here. 


Mr. Larivierr, fur trader, departs 
this week, taking with him over twenty 
wagon loads of goods and _ supplies 
for his trading post at Lesser Slave Lake. 
The distance to be travelled is about 350 
miles, a great part of which will be by 
water, down the Athabasca river and across 
the lake. This is accomplished in Yorke 
boats. Mr. Larivierezhas posts in the Peace 


river district, and some of the supplies will 


be freighted into that region. fn winter 
the supplies are taken in by dog trains and 
during the past winter communication with 
Edmonton was kept by this means. The 
supposition that civilizationhas barely enter- 
ed that region is dispelled when we learn 
that there is a population of over 1000 
people in the immediate vicinity of the Fort 
and three churches and two schools are fully 
occupied in morally and spiritually instruct 
them. About fifty men are engaged in 
farming and all are well supplied with 
horses, stock, and implements. The crops 
this year are reported to be excellent, wheat 
oats and roct crops looking quite as well as 
at Edmonton, while thousands of tons of 
hay will never be cut, owing to the great 
extent of low lands and the bountiful vig 
In seven years there has been no frost to do 
damage, and all farm produce can be suc- 
cessfully raised there. A harder coal is 
mined than that mined at Edmonton and 
timber of various kinds is plentiful. Be- 
sides farmers, there are about thirty gold 
miners ; but the greater part of the popu- 
lation are trappers and indians of the 
Beaver, Cree and Dog Rib tribes. Mr. 
Lariviere sold over $10,000 worth of fur 
while down here. They were shipped to 
England last week. Considerable commotion 
around Larue & Picard’s stere has been 
noticeable for the past few days consequent 
upon so many teams loading up for the 
journey. Most of them will be on the road 


to-day.

NORTHWEST ASSEMBLY. 
AncInA, August 10th. 

Hlaultain presented a petition from the 
town of Mosse Jaw fer the legalization of a 
certain by-law. 

Oliver presented a petition from Regina 
council, Royal Templars of Temperance 
asking for prohibition of the liquor traffic. 

Dill reported from the agricultural com- 
mittee suggesting that show cases be furn- 
ished agricultural societies in which to 
keep samples of noxious weeds for the 
information of farmers and others un- 
acquainted with their appearance. He also 
real a report acknowledging the efforts 
made by the mounted police towards ex- 
tinguishing prairie fires, and asking for a 
continuance of the same. Also recommend- 
ing the printing and distribution of posters 
giving information as to the ordinance for 
the advertising of stray animals. The 
reports were adopted. 

Mitchell gave notice of a bill to provide 
for threshers liens, and a number of other 
notices were given. 

Davidson moved the following resolution : 

Whereas the freight rates charged by the 
Canadian Pacific Railway Company, especi- 
ally those on grain, the raising of which is 
the principal industry of these Territories, 
are exorbitant, uureasonable and unfairly 
discriminatory : 

And whereas the levying of such excessive 
rates and tolls by the said Company is an 
intolerable burden, depressing the whole of 
the Northwest, and hindering proper 
development of same; 

Therefore this Assembly humbly prays 
that the Dominion government will exercise 
the power given them by law, or in the 
absence of such power will bring in such 
legislation as willempower the government 
of Canada to interfere in the public interest, 
and bring such ether pressure to bear on 
the Canadian Pacifie Railway Company as 
may be necessary in the true interests of the 
whole of the people of the Territories, to so 
reduce their rates as to relieve the people 
of their unjust burden. 

in support of the resolution he said that 
a former resolution of the Assembly had 
had some effect in securing a small reduction 
of the grain rates. The present condition 
of the Territories was such as to require a 
still further reduction. He gave figures 
which appeared inthe Nor’Wester as to 
the discrimination in rates charged by the 
C. P. R. on the Canada side as compared 
with those of the States. Last year the 
people of his district, South Qu’Appelle, 
paid many thousands of dollars more for 
hauling out their grain than they should 
have paid,if this amount could be distributed 
amongst them now they would not need to 
come to the legislature this year to ask 
relief. if the rates were not lowered they 
would have to cease growing grain. 

Neff seconded the resolution. He doubt- 
ed if the resolutions hitherto passed by the 
assembly had done as much good as the 
moyer had estimated;but no doubt they had 
done good and no doubt this one would do 
good also. 

Insinger thought that the assembly had 
better await an answer to its last résolution 
before offering ancther and running the risk 
of a snub, 

Jelly supported the resolution strongly 
and quoted figures showing the excessive 
cost of transporting grain out of the North- 
west. 

Oliver supported the first and third 
clauses of the resolution, but could not 
agree with the second as he considered it 
misleading and likely to injure the Ter- 
ritoritories as a whole and especially the 
prosperous parts of the Territories unneces- 
sarily. It was not necessary to say that 
the country was going to smash in order to 
make ont the best possible case for lower 
freight rates. If we hoped to win, it must 
be on the justice of our case and noton the 
plea of poverty. Because part of the 
country was suffering from crop failure and 
high freight rates combined was no reason 
why other parts of the Territories should 
aliow themselves to be advertised as being 
in the same condition as apparently was the 
intention of the mover. Parts of the 
country were prospering in spite of the high 
freight rates, by reason of their natural 
advantages and the abundance and excel- 
lence of their resources.

Rev. Abbe Morin, the colonization mission- 
ary of French-Canadians in the Northwest 
isin Montreal making arrangements to leave 
on September 4th. with another batch of 
settlers for Morinville, near Edmonton on 
North Saskatchewan. He says the crops 
are looking well in the Territores and will 
surpass those of Manitoba. 

Irrigation is having a practical trial at 
the Blood Indian agency, near Macleod. 
Mr. Wilson has erected a water wheel four- 
teen feet in diameter, having sixteen buckets 
attached. The buckets werk inside the 
spokes, and are calculated to empty about 
thirty gallons of water per minute. The 
water is intended simply for the agency 
garden. 


A press despatch from Cummings, North 
Dakota, says: Ten prairie schooners passed 
through here to-day bound for Alberta. 
They came from Madison, 8.D., and re- 
ported a total failure of crops in that 
section. Asked as to the outlook for success 
in the Canadian Northwest, said they did 
not know, but believed they could not find 
a worse place than where they came from. 

Senator Lougheed, of Calgary, is in Mon- 
treal at the request of a number of citizens 
of Medicine Hat to represent their side of 
the case in the Niblock matter. These 
citizens firmly believe that Mr. Niblock is 
perfectly in the right in all the matters in 
dispute and they have asked Mr. Lougheed 
to represent them before the C. P. R. 
directors. The employees have all signed a 
petition urging that Mr. Niblock be re- 
tained, and a large number of citizens have 
forwarded another petition of the same 
tenor.

All even numbered sections excepting 8 and 26 are 
open for homestead entry (160 acres) by any person 
sole head of a family, or any male over the age of 1s 
years. 


ENTRY. 

Entry may be made personally at the local land 
office for the district in which the land to be taken 
is situate or if the homesteader desires he may, on 
application to the Minister of the Interior, Ottawa, or 
the Commissi Winnipeg, 
receive authority for some one to be named by the 
intending settler near the local office to make the 
entry for him. Entry fee 210, or if cancelled land $20. 

DUTIES. 


Under the present law homestead duties may be 
performed in three ways, to be decided on making 
entry :
